Salique Law. This we are told was about the 
End of the fifth Century. But the Commence- 
ment of that Law is not ſo important to our 

Cauſe as the Confirmation of it in the Reign of 
their Charlemagne in the Year 798, being then 
by Him Publiſh'd with ſeveral Additional Ar- 


tieles to it; andafterwards in like manner con- 


firm'd by their Lewis Debennaire, who made 
ſome yet farther Additions to it in the Year 823. 
Ev*nat the making that SaliqueLarw, as early 


as that was, the Czvil Lam, juſtly call'd the 


Law. of Nations, Ruling at that time not only 
in France but thro” the whole Chriſtian World, 
a Law which aſſigns the Right ot Inheritance 
to the MHomanr upon the Failure of the Male 
Heif : As the French valued themſelves upon 
their being a Warlike People, and theretore 
reſolving to be ruled by the Lance and not the 
Dial (for ſo they reproachfully call it) they 
paſs'd in this Sa/igae Lev an Act of Excluſion 
againſt all Sovereign Claim whatever from the 
Daughters of Franc', Here as nothing can be 
plainer, that whether thoſe or whatever other 
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Moti ves they might have to deſire their Defcent 
of Cro vnd Heads ſhould run only thro? the 
Male Line, there lay an Abſolute Neceſſity upon 
them to pals that Law for carrying their Point 
and obtaining their Deſire; nay in fo paſſing 
it they confeſsꝰd that their Women, upon ſuch a 
Failure had otherwiſe had a Righttul Claim 
to their Sovereignty : For tis ridiculous to ſup- 


Poſe that a Convention of the then whole 
Pow'rs of Fran;e ſhould ſit down to Eſtabliſh 


a Law in ſo important a Cauſe, as fixing their 


very Foundation of Empire, only to fence againſt 


a Shadow. | LE; 

Now conſidering ſuch a Law then made, 
has ever fiace been matatain'd by the whole 
Lineage of the Ning, e Trance; and that Law 
put in Execution in a particular Inſtance of a 
Daughter 67 France, otherwiſe ſo rightfully. 
Claiming and yet fo excluded; pray ask your 
Sir Mac uavil with all his beſt Sophiſtry to an- 
{wer You, whether their whole Deſcent of Mo-

The weakneſs of ſuch a Conceſſion was after- 
wards ſo mourn'd by them, that upon his 
Death, the States of the Kingdom reſumed 
their Original Right, and joyning with the pre- 
ſent Queen retrench'd all ſuch Exorbitance of 
Power, and reduced their ſucceeding Kings to 
their firſt more limited Regency. Not that 
they had the leaſt Objection againſt him of a 
Tyranaical Dominion exerciſed over them, or 
any Male-Adminiſtration, other than the Fa- 
tality that attended his Orer- Hard Virtue, in 
unfortunately puſhiag his Sword too far, not 
only to his own perſonal Suſferings, but there- 
by leadiag his harraſs'd Armies to inexpreſſible 
Diſtreſſes and Miſeries.
